The intense excitement, which has prevail- 
ed in the community since the commission 
of ihe recent atrocities by ihe Indium, found 
vent at t'te public meeiing last night. A 
inoro unanimous or determined asaa-iiblime 
ba« never met on any pulilic question within 
the limits of Victoria. Of course, in the 
outpourings of indignation— In the hearty 
execration of an excited meeting there inusi, 
in the natural order of I lungs, be in iny sen- 
timents ulterfid that would scarcely bear 
sciuiiny in the culnier moments ol the 
apcukera. On the whole, however, ihe as- 
semblage was temperate. The i lea of jus- 
tice, eveu amid the asseverations of veo 
geance on the murderers, was uppermost. 
The nij.'ct and result of Ihe meeting must 
meet wiih thu concurrence of every inhabi- 
tant ol Victoria. The sooner an adequate 
lurco ia sent into tbe intorior ol British 'ol- 
umbia, iho sooner terror will lake the plaue 
of the present audacity of the Indian tubes 
The men sent i>n the expedition Irom Alex- 
nidria if they hi t ve been properly selected, 
are no doi.bt sufficiently numerous, provided 
a sufficient co-uperuliou is afforded from Ihe 
coasl. Hut wliul has there been so far?— u 
numbei of men, uuder a Ne« Wesnninsu r 
magistrate, went tip lo bury Iho murdered 
men, and make a "demonstration." We warn 
men, however, lor suinetttirtg more imporlndi 
Iban lino, an I men acciisiouied lo the rough 
lifeol a miner's occupation— who are abluio 
pack theii' own provisions— and u-rt likely lo

Ut- 
most be aware that nothing now hut an over 
whelming furco will restore the p realign of thu 
whuo men among Ihe Bruisli Columbian 
natives; and he will also see lhat the present 
murderous humor of the Ubtlauuleiis, may 
spread among Other tribes thai are ul presenl 
friendly enough disposed. Nothing, in truth 
is mo o inlecliuus uinoiig savages than ibis 
culling and slaying With nnpunily. Like 
blood-hounds Iheyonly want Ihe first lusie, 
logo bounding tin' tho track, without mercy 
aind wiihout thought ol cousvquences. Let a 
well equipped, well organized bo'y ol 
two huiidred men proceed from Victoria 
by the coast routis, and it will 
prove in thu end IttP olieapost expedition 
that ever left the country. Volunttors will 
be nuiiiemuB, and sufficiently heart and soul 
in tho matter lo wuive pecuniary assistance, 
oihct than iheir cxpenaes, which need not, 
under proper management, be great .

Dear Sir, — I have io state that we have 
been prospecting two days on both fides ol 
die river (whiili is nut findubU now, probab- 
ly I'rutn the melting snows above) and have 
been above two miles up it from Ihe sea. en- 
countering great hirdships. We hod t so 
difficult that we shall Co . incuce uud make a 
trml, before further proceedings, as the hur- 
riv-aues d last wiiuer have made snd havuo 
in the woods, hundreds of lulleu trees bluck- 
Dg our path. 

My companion, who has worked from his 
youlli Upwards as collier t/u) liank-inati (or 
the Low- Moor iron work-, Knglai.d. and has 
olteu eipresse.l his belief in Ihe sumlarily ol 
this coal to the "JJetlcr Bed" at ho ne, said 
il they were identical, ihat three or lour bands 
or layers of iron ore would he found 07erlying 
this coal; anil stratigu to say, on close exam- 
ination, such we lu ve found, exactly as lie 
predicted. 

We have found small pieces of coal in the 
river bed as high up a* we have yet reached, 
which must have been blown up by the water 
Ir-imi Ihe main seam ubove (still of the same 
quality) which tny companion frequently de 
dares ' lias no superior on earlh; aud after 
die repeated teBt* we ore daily putting it to.
